UNIVERSITIES AND COLLEGES, IRELAND, ACCOUNTS 
(INCLUDING THE FEE FUND GRANT), 


REPORT OP THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 

(1) These are the first accounts rendered under the provisions of the Dish 
Universities Act, 1908, and have been examined in my Department in accordance 
with the terms of section 7 (0) of that Act. 

Receipts. 

(2) The balances standing to credit of the three Queen’s Colleges on 30th 
September, 1909, have been duly brought to account in the Accounts rendered 
by the reconstituted University and Colleges. 

(3) From the Consolidated Fund, Queen’s University, Belfast, University College, 
Cork, and University College, Galway, each received a sum of 1,6642. 17s. lOr/.’ 
being the final payment for the Quarter ended 30th September, 1909, under section 
12 of Act, 8 & 9 Viet. cap. 66. 

(4) From Class IV., Vote 13a, 9,000/. was received by Queen’s University, 
Belfast, 10,000/. by University College, Dublin, 10,000/. by University College, Cork” 
and 6,000/. by University College, Galway. 

As in the case of the Queen’s Colleges, these grants under section 7 (2) of the 
Act, as specified in Part I. of the Third Schedule, have been treated as Grants in Aid 
with unexpended balances not subject to surrender. This appears to me correct, but 
I am addressing a communication to the Treasury on the subject, suggesting that a 
note to that effect should in future he inserted in the Estimates. 

(5) From the Endowment charged on Irish Church Funds formerly paid to the 
Royal University, Ireland, 5,000/. each was received by Queen’s University, Belfast, 
and the National University, Ireland. 

(6) From the funds of the Royal University, Ireland, a sum of 1,700/. was 
allocated to Queen’s University, Belfast, by the Dublin and Belfast Commissioners, 
to discharge the liability of the Royal University in respect of prizes, etc., awarded to 
Belfast students. 

(7) The amount of students’ fees formerly appropriated as equivalent remunera- 
tion to the Professors of the Queen’s Colleges is now included in the income of the 
several Universities and Colleges. 

(8) The remaining receipts are, as detailed in the various Accounts, in respect of 
Income from Endowments, Fees, Fines, Interest on Deposits, etc. 


Payments. 

(9) The payments are of the same general character as those previously charged 
in the Accounts of the Queen’s Colleges and the Royal University, Ireland, and 
include various liabilities of those bodies met and discharged in accordance with the 
provisions of section 7 (5) of the Universities Act. Payments are fully detailed in 
the foregoing Accounts. 

(10) No expenditure appears in respect of the purchase of land and the providing 
or improving necessary buildings and equipment under section 7 (3) of the Act. 


Pension Funds. 

(ll) From the sums granted for maintenance under the Act, Pension Funds have 
(except in the cases of the National University, Ireland, and University College, 
Dublin) been established under the authority of the several Statutes, for the 
payment of existing pensions (formerly paid out of Class VI., Vote I.) and of 
future pensions. 
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Capital Accounts. 

(12) The Capital Accounts show the nominal values of securities held by the 
several bodies on 31st March, 1910, and record transactions in respect of securities 
bought or sold within the period of the Account and Surplus Income transferred 
for divestment from the General Accounts and the Pension Fund Accounts. 

The Pension Funds Accounts show the receipts from General Accounts and 
payments to pensioners during the period, together with the cash balances on 
31st March, 1910. 

Fee Fund Accounts. 

(13) In continuation of Parliamentary Paper 26, April 1910 (121/1910), the 
Accounts of the Balance of the Fee Fund Grant, under section 8 of the Act, for the 
period 1st November, 1909, to 31st March, 1910, are appended to the Accounts of the 
several Universities and Colleges. As stated in my Report appended to the paper 
quoted, these Accounts were examined by me under the directions of the Treasury.
